Ceaseless competition in all forms of 
work and unexpected crises, such as of­ 
ten appear, emphasize the importance of 
keeping* fit. 
Floods in the Mississippi, de- 
vast^iting tornadoes such as Missouri has 
just experienced and crimes such as are 
constantly featured in the press, consti­ 
tute dangers that the most vigorous and 
alert cannot always deal wdth. 
And yet 
the more sound and all-round vigorous a 
person keeps himself the more is he able 
to grapple with the ever-present problems 
of life. 
Keeping fit involves attention to diet 
and to minor bodily ills. 
It necessitates 
the avoidance of overwork and overstrain. 
Ihit it also requires our being able to 
throw the maximum of force and energy 
into dealing wdth 
the 
tasks 
at hand. 
Physical Yveakness can lessen nervous ca­ 
pacity. 
Mental fatigue can hinder the 
effectiveness of phjxsical labor. 
It has 
been said that the strength of a chain is 
the strength of its weakest link, and that 
1hc speed of a fleet is the speed of its 
slowest ship. 
Likewise any weakness of 
temperament, of muscles or of mental ca- 
jiacity can slow up an individuars produc­ 
tive capacity. 
Practically no person is without weak­ 
nesses of one sort or another. 
Lack of 
dignity may lessen 
our 
impression on 
ether people. 
An irritable temper may 
lessen popularity, as may too much pre­ 
occupation or living to oneself. Physical 
and mental weaknesses may increase our 
proneness to different diseases. 
Moral 
weaknesses, such as vanity, carelessness, 
fondness of pleasure, or lack of moral 
fiber, tempt us to folly, wrongdoing or 
crime. 
And yet some of the world^s 
greatest figures 
have 
had 
weaknesses 
which belittled them or blinded their ca­ 
pacity for accomplishment. 
Julius Caesar 
suffered from epilepsy. 
Nelson^s private 
life w\ns disgraceful. 
Abraham Lincoln’s 
curious sense of humor earned for him 
the enmity of several of his cabinet mem­ 
bers during the darkest crises of the civil 
war. 
Different temperaments sometimes 
ja r on each other and produce jealousy 
and wrangling when united action is most 
needed to grapple with great perils. 
A leader must not only keep himself in 
good condition and be able to dominate 
his subordinates, but he needs also to have 
a serene temperament which can rise 
above petty jealousies and quarrels. The 
Duke of IMarlborough was not only a 
great solder but he also possessed rare 
sweetness of temper which enabled him 
Id deal with wrangling allies and schem­ 
ing politicians in bringing to a successful 
close the great conflict with Louis XIV. 
Napoleon Bonaparte had the ability to 
stimulate the enthusiastic devotion of his 
soldiers so that they were ready and glad 
to die for France. 
Robert E. Lee inspired 
the confederate and love of his men. Mar­ 
shal Foch tells us that a leader must deal 
with different subordinates in different 
fashion to induce each to do the work re­ 
quired of him. 
But on the other hand, mere mental 
r.nd physical soundness may not produce 
great work. 
Many sound specimens of 
manhood and vomanhood are very medi­ 
ocre, while leadership passes to persons 
of varied frailties and weaknesses. 
And yet keeping fit is an important fac- 
f{ r in dealing vrith the world s battles.

BUSINESS AND THE TAX SYSTEM 


The time is at hand in the opinion of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States when business and the government 
can both profitably set themselves to the 
task of reshaping and simplifyng the fed­ 
eral system of nternal taxation. 
A first 
step in this direction will be taken at the 
forthcoming annual meeting of the Cham­ 
ber this month when, at the finance ses­ 
sion, the possibilities of business and gov­ 
ernment getting together will be discuss­ 
ed from the viewpoint of both. 
Congress has set up the machinery for 
a stud}" of the whole problem of taxation 
by the creation of the Congressional Tax 
Commission. 
To what extent business can 
cooperate with this agency and the meth­ 
ods to be followed ai’e questions of imme­ 
diate concern. 
The discussion is all the 
more timely in view of the fact that the 
growing surplus makes tax reduction pos­ 
sible, presenting at the same time the 
problem 
of 
determining 
what 
policy 
should be followed in cutting down taxes. 
The meeting is designed to bring busi­ 
ness opinion to a focus upon the general 
subject and to pave the way, so far as 
possible, for the recasting of a national 
policy of taxation to obviate the difficul­ 
ties of the present 
system, 
which 
has 
grown up haphazardly and still bears the 
earmarks of wartime necessity, in order 
that economic development can go for­ 
ward with the greatest possible freedom.
